Coblenz, September 7.—(By thé

Madsen, of Sacramento, Cal., was 
shot and instantly killed Saturday 
by German soldiers in the neutral 
zone about a mile from the boundary 
of the Coblenz:< bridgehead. 

Madsen and Private Bert Balsin- 
ger, of the Eighth infantry, who 
had been on outpost duty, were deer 
hunting when they encountered a 
German patrol of thirteen soldiers. 
According to Balsinger, the Ger- 
mans began firing without asking 
an explanation as to why the two 
Americans were in the neutral 
zone. . 

Balsinger told the American au- 
‘thorities that when he and Madsen 
encountered the Germans he was 
yards ahead of Madsen. 
Balsinger said he dropped his rifle 
as soon as he.sa whte Germans, 
who a second afterwards began to 
shoot at Madsen. The Germans 
contend that Madsen fired at them. 
Balsinger declared that the Ger- 
mans fired first, and that if Madsen 
had fierd he did not see him shoot 
or hear the shot. 

Balsinger was taken by the Ger- 
mans and later turned over to the 
American provost marshal, Major 
George Cockrell, and brought to 
Coblenz.

MOB THREATENS. 
OFFICER AT PARK 


When Policeman C. E. 
Ford Arrests Soldier on 
Pocket-Picking Charge, 
500 Spectators Attempt 
Rescue of Prisoner in 
Vain. 


More than five hundred soldiers 
and Civilians at Lakewood Sunday 
afternoon gathered in a@ mob and 
threatened Officer C. E. Ford, who 
had arrested Private Knox Phillips, 
of the Sixth infantry, at Camp Gor- 
don, on the charge of pocket-pick- 
ing. 

Phillips, it is said, had been seen 
by J. F. Miller, of 55 English ave- 
nue, in the act of picking the pocket 
of one of the proprietors of a drink 
stand at the park. Mr. Miller re- 
ported the act to Officer Ford, who 
in investigating, went to the sol. 
dier and asked him the time. When 
the soldier pulled out a watch the 
officer saw that the watch corre- 
sponded with the description that 
had been given by the man wose 
pocket was picked, so he asked to 
see the watch and in the back of it 
found the initials of the victim of 
the robbery. 

When Officer Ford started to ar- 
rest Phillips, the soldier resisted 
him anda scuffle ensued. The 
crowd that gathered sided with the 
soldier in the argument and threat- 
ened to take him away from the of- 
ficer, Officer Ford finally got the 
man into a room under the grand- 
stand and called the, police station 
for the patrol wagon and the call 
officers. 

Reserves Called Out. 

The mob that had gathered by 
the time the patrol wagon had ar- 
rived was so large that the officers 
saw it was unwise to try to re- 
move the man with the opposition 
of so large a crowd. So the re- 
serves, call off:ccrs, and several of 
the military police were summoned 
to the scene.

30,000 CHILDREN 
START T0 SUHOOL 


Superintendent Dykes 
Describes Congested 
Conditions as the New 
School Term Opens This 
Morning — Three New 
Buildings. 


There was never in the history 
of Atlanta such a getting up in 
the morning of school children and 
gathering together of books as oc- 
curred this morning when 30,000 
boys and girJs, their summer vaca- 
tion ended, rose early and made 
preparations to be in their places 
at 8:30 o’clock when the fall term of 
the Atlanta public schools opened. 

The spring term ended last June 
with 28,000 pupils enrolled on the 
closing day. During vacation 4,000 
additional seating tickets have been 
issued. From moving away and 
other causes naturally many chil- 
dren who attended last year will 
not be in the city to occupy seats 
again this year. 

Stating, however, that he was es- 
timating conservatively Superinten- 
dent of Schools W. F. Dykes sald 
on Sunday, that it can be safely 
said that 2,000 more children wil 
take up their studies at the begin- 
ning of this term than were ever 
entered in the schools before. He 
also predicted a large number of ap- 
plications today. 

Emergency Measures, 

Therefore the advent of the new 
term will find congestion to meet 
which, in the view of Superinten- 
dent Dkyes, may necessitate some 
emergency measures in certain 
schools. While. every effort, he 
said, had been made to provide for 
the increased attendance, pupils 
will be forced to walk a consider- 
able distance. When the term gets 
under way it is thought that ad- 
justment can be applied in most 
of these instances. 

Three new buildings have beén 
erected to help care for the influx, 
the Spring street school and the 
Moreland scbool which will be for- 
mally opened this morning, and ihe 
Oakland City school, which was 
finished thts year in time to use 
before the schools closed. 

There is a total of thirty-nine 
class rooms including basement 
rooms, in these school houses, with 
a normal seating capacity of 45 pu- 
pils each, which will accommodate 
1,725 children.

Nicholson left the supper ta- 
ble and went out to where the men 
were, staying about ten minutes. 


RETURNS 
FOR GUN. 

When he came back into the house, 
he came after his shot gun, and de- 
spite the warning of his wife, again 
left the house. Just as he stepped 
outside of his house, a shot was 
heard, and he was found with bul- 
let holes through his left arm and 
his abdomen. 

Mrs. Nicholson is almost on the 
verge of collapse. Of frail stature, 
she said her husband was called to 
the yard by Dewey Pickens, Bud 
Dillby and a man named Gilstrop. 
She said that for the past several 
weeks men have’ been - prowling 
about the house, stealing chickens 
and corn and cotton, and when her 
husband returned for the gun he 
said: “I am going te see who is un- 
der that brush. This business has 
been going on for too long a time. 
I bet there will be no more things 
Stolen about this place or any more 
hell raised.” 

Sheriff McCurdy said that Tom 
Richardson had a warrant for the 
i7-year-old son of Nicholson on an 
old-time feud charge. The police 
are still looking for the younger 
Nicholson, as it is said he was at 
homerat the time of the shooting.”

CLIMATIC AND SOM 
CONDITIONS PRAISED 


Georgia Will Be Leader 
Through Judicious Use of 
Modern Methods. 


“By judiciols use of modern 
methods, coupled with native pro- 
ductivity and general adaptability to 
farming conditions, Georgia will 
outstrip the fondest dreams of the 


intensive producers in the west,” 
said H. S. Mobley, who is director 
of the farm tour that is being given 
under the auspices of the Atlanta 
chamber of commerce, the _ Inter- 
national Harvester company and the 
Southern Bell Telephone company, 
Saturday. 

“Climatic and soil conditions. in 
Georgia,” he continued, “far surpass 
those in any other section of the 
country. The climatic requirements 
for any sort of farming are founa 
in the state, while the rainfall is 
more abundant than necessary for 
most crops if the soil was always 
put in the proper condition to ab- 
sorb it.” 

Mr. Mobley has’ been traveling 
over the state with the crew of farm 
demonstrators and their machinery, 
and acts in the capacity of official] 
adviser and information bureau for 
those that desire to inquire more 
closely into the methods that the 
crew demonstrates. 

Pleased With Reception. 

He is immensely pleased with the 
reception that the farmérs of Geor- 
gia are giving to 
and thinks that it is only a question 
of time when Georgia will have 
adopted most of the modern 
methods, practically as a whole. 

“In the large corn and wheat belts 
of the west,” he said, “approximate- 
ly 80 acres are taken care -of by 
one man by the use of ultra-gnodern 
methods, © While, in Georgia, a fair 
average Is eighteen, since mechan- 
ical methods have not been widely 
enough adopted. 

Many of the farmers I have talk- 
-ed to seem to have been under the 
falsa@ impression that farming ma- 
chinery could only be used on the 
plain lands—such as exist in the 
west. But we are rapidly correct- 
ing that impression, and are show- 
ing them that it is entirely adapt- 
able to the rolling and terrace lands 
of this state. 

“Georgia has a longer growing 
Season than other states: she has 


' 
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a wider range of products; the only 
thing she needs to make her agri- 
cultural output surpass that of the 
most noted extensive farming dis- 
tricts is the addition of more modern 
mechanical methods. Georgia farm- 
ers know how to farm, they know 
much more about that than do we 
demonstrators; our object is only to 
show them the use of machines and 
methods of that sort that will as- 
Sist them in extensive production.” 

On Tuesday the “Traveling Cir- 
cus’—as. the demonstrators call 
themselves—will demonstrate in 
Griffin, on Thursday they will be 
in Barnesville, and on Saturday they 
will exhibit in Forsyth.

“In South Georgia the report as 
to the number of deer and wild tur- 
key are very encouraging. After 
a year of stress such as the one 
through which we have just passea, 


‘after a period in which we have alli 


struggled to place our business af- 
fairs upon a new basis the fields 
and woods of Georgia invite you tc 
a season of recreation. 

“Our fall fishing on the coast 
should be better than usual and 
nature herself with her floods has 
intervened to largely protect our 
fish in many of our fresh 
streams from the reckless hands of 
the dynamiter and other wholesalé 
destroyers of fish. This state ig 
wonderfully blest with many plates 
to which the sportsman can go and 
we will be very glad to give any 
information to anybody in the state 
relative to reports that have been 
received in this office from differ- 
ent sections. 

“Possibly no one thing will make 
a man forget tne troubles and cares 
that surround him as a day or two 
out in the open during the hunting 
season. It has been hard for us 
to realize in this state that the 
game with which we have been so 
favored by nature constitutes a 
wonderful asset in preserving the 
health and vigor of our men to a 
remarkable degree. Everything 
bids fair to a good season this year 
in the _ state. 

“We hope all violations of.the 
game law will be promptly reported 
to this office and if accompanied 
by facts we will promptly investi- 

te them. 

“There seems to be some misap- 
prehension on the part of the courts 
as to the penalties, fixed by statute 
for violation of the game act. 

“Section 12 of the act clearly de- 
fines the penalties for violation df 
this act whick cannot be less than 
a fine of $10.00 or more than $100.00 
and all costs or to work upon the 
public works not less than ten days 
nor ‘more“than ninety days. ; 

“Tt seems that some have the idea 
that as this is a misdemeanor that 
a fine of $1.00 can be imposed. The 


penulty for the violation of the 
game act Which is treated as a 
misdemeanor is set forth and fixed 
by law. 

“We need not go into the ques- 
tion that a fine of $1.00 for viola- 
tion of this act clearly leads to 
no respect for the law and is not 
sufficient. Some of the county war- 
dens are simply paid through their 
participation in fines and it is not 
fair to them to go to the expense 
of making a- case and receive no 
compensation for same.”

Warsaw, September 7.—The gov- 
ernment issued the following note 
today with regard to Poland's stand 
in the matter of Upper Silesia: 

“Poland has given evidence of su- 
perhuman patience and irreproach- 
able loyalty towards her interna- 
tional engagements. Ouh premier 
has the courage to declare to the 
delegates sent by patriots of Upper 
Silesia that he would send to the 
Silesian insurgents no military as- 
Sistance and would not violate a 
signed treaty.

Tre 
German junkers in concert with the 
communists are plotting war with 


Poland. They rely on the exhaus- 
tion of the allied powers and the 
internal troubles of the various 
states to keep them from drawing 
the sword.”
